If we have felt it our duty to congratulate the 
public on the display of that true British inde-* 
pendence, which this Session of Parliament has, 
happily for ourselves and our posterity, brought to 
light ; if we have hailed with delight those oc*- 
currcnces, in common with the rest of our fellow-* 
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citizens, which alone could have rescued that 
assembly from the contempt under which it had 
laboured for many years ; we fed it no less to 
be our duty to remark, that those discussions 
have elicited a display of oratory, the least ex- 
pected, from an individual who bids finir to be the 
happy instrument of redeeming the House of 
Commons from the imputation of having never 
retrieved that reputation for eloquence with which 
it had been so pre-emineiitly decorated by Fox 
and Pitt, and which seemed to have disappeared 
with their existence: — ^the orator to whom we al- 
lude is no less a person than Lord Castlereagh. — 
With every disadvantage of voice, manner, and 
ability against him, he has, with the most uik 
daunted perseverance, established a school of 
eloquence entirely dissimilar, we allow, to that 
which we have studied from the days of Demos- 
thenes to those of Fox ; but at the same time, 
we trust, equally entitled to the notice of States<- 
men. 

The public at lai^e have hiAerto been but 
little acquainted with his peculiar style; arising in 
a great measure from the diflSculty under which 
reporters labour of following hb Lordship through 

4 
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the details of his sentences* We have, howeyer, 
with infinite trouble, succeeded in culling some of 
those beauties which form the delight of the 
House, and intend submitting them to the judg- 
ment of an ^^ enlightened and liberal nation/' At 
the same time, we are aware that those beauties 
will lose half their effect, when unaccompjanied 
by the oratiH-'s voice and manner; the com-^ 
parison being then so odious as to give those in- * 
teresting features additional weight. His voice 
seems to have prophesied in the RoUiad, 

« Within his laboring throat 
The shrill shriek struggles with the liarsh, hoarse note." 

But his manner was never, we believe, anticipated 
ia any production, however ingenious. That our 
readers may give his Lordship due credit for 
having, in spite of the disadvantages attending 
that ** harsh, hoarse note,^' established himself 
in the opinion of all Members of Parliament as 
the first of orators, he will quote to them the 
opinion of him whom Dr. Johnson (an ortho* 
grapher entirely discarded since his Lordship's 
appearance) calls tlie polite Dr. Wilson. In the 
year 1553 lie thus expreses himself: —

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*^ PronuDciation is an apto orderinge bothe of 
the Toyce, couiitenaunoe, and all the whole 
bodye, accordinge to th« worthinet of such ii^^oordea 
and tnater as by speache are declared — ^The vae

His Lordship, however, is thoroughly aware 
of this defect, and while approving of the remedy 
Demosthenes applied in a similar case, at the 
same time disdains the idea of being a copyist, 
#iren of so distinguished a master in eloquence* 
He therefore makes the same use of his own 
words th%t the ancient did of pebbles — and al- 
though the process is slow in operation, and dis- 
agreeable to the ear, it cannot fail, in our opinion, 
of ultimate success. Having thus softened down 
the principal objection which has been too often 
insidiously urged against him, we shall proceed 
to the orations themselves. In reviewing them, 
we ar^ necessarily struck with the frequent use: 
which is made of the word Feature, and with what 
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cooMunmate art ha mahce i< siibMrnattt to the 
sublime, the obscuie, the beautiftil, and the JNi« 
^etic. It is not our intention to notice ttoich 
trivial alterations in orthognathy as pint fe# 
pointy or nuUige for knoiv ledge; ''Nee deus 
internt nfei dignus vindice nodes ;" but shall cam^ 
mence our next number by an- eiq^osttion' of the 
new and interestii^ lights which the Noble Orator 
has thrown on the word Feature.

Mr. Burke very justly observes, that it is one 
thing to make an idea clear, and another to make 
it affecting to the imaguiation. Our Noble 
Orator seems so fuHy aware of this fect^ that 
throughout all his most finished discourses, and 
it is of those alone we would speak, he carefully 
avoids the smallest digression into clearness, and 
is perfectly satisfied with the magical power which

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he exercises over the imagint^oQ. That be is 
authorized in adopting and following this rule. 
IS apparent^ b; the subsequent observations of the 
^bpve-mentioned writer, who expressly lays down^ 
that so far from clearness of imagery beii% abftor 
lutely necessaiy to an influence over the passicms, 
they may be considerably operated upon, without 
pretentii^ any image at all, by certain sounds 
adapted to that purpose. Thus, in his Oration on 
^e Treaties, Feb. ig, 1816, his Lordship asks 
with great triumph — ' 

** Whether any nation can build its own secu- 
rity upon the features of internal orgtnization of 
another State." 
In the same Oration he says — 

*^ I trust, Mr. Speaker, that I have no\v 
disembdrrasse4 myself of two features of this 



case." 



AixAf again, when descrijbing the frontiers of Switr 
zerifind, he sympathizes in the alaiin existing in 
that country, and describes with great pathos — 

'* The fortress of Hiininguen, as being a 
feature very embarrassing to that interedivg 
State." 
Throughout this admiiable qiors^l of eloquence, 
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the expressions^ ^ Carcdnal features^ and 
^* Fundamental feaiures,* occur too ofteu and 
loo happily to be noticed iu detail ; but in his 
speech on Mr. Grenfell's motion, we find him 
placing his feature in entirely a new and medicinal 
ppiut of view, when he archly alludes to 

'^ The Jeature of profit, which is working in a 
G^tleman's ---*-•-- mindT 

We shall conclude these quotations from tb^ 
Noble Orator (which we have adduced, in illusr 
tration of the remarks which Wje shall oiFer on the 
recent important discovery he has piad^, of tiii» 
various significations of which the word^ea^nre i$ 
susceptible), by recalling to our readers the words 
in which, last year, he rebuked an illustrious 
Statesman \ whose premature loss can nevef be 
sufficiently deplored by bis country. 

''The Honourable Member, Sir, shall not 
put this country in prejudice with the rest of 
the world — hje has already, by his example, 
tpade the Continent embark in a feature of dis^^ 
fpntent.'* 

Having thus exhibited to our readers the iii^- 

* ITic late Mr. Whitbread. 
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portant uses to which our Noble Orat(»r has 
applied the word Feature, k becomes necenary 
to adduce a few arguments in justificstion of the 
reasons which have induced him to discard the 
hitherto admitted interpretation of tliat word, and 
to substitute his own novel and mwt liberal 
ideas on the subject. 

That oratory is like beauty, and that it coo- 
asts in expression, no one can deny. Hie best 
judges admire in a woman a flexibility and a 
variety, rather than a regularity of features ; and 
as she is the most beautiful woman who expretsn 
most by h&tfeaturtSy so he is the greatest of ora- 
tors who can, on every emergency, have recourse 
to the same expedient, namely, the expression of 
features. Now, in this view of the subject, his 
Lordship is clearly the most beautiful of oratora. 
The features of his language are as versatile as 
his opinions and conduct, and as pliant as his 
manners. If changes in politics are profitable, 
metamorphoses in languages are also delightful, 
^rhus with common men, such as Di". Johnson, 
the word Feature conveys the idea of ^' any linea- 
ment or single part of the face" — such as a nose, 
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an eye^ or the forehead. But our orator thiaks 
with Shakespeare^ that*— 

** Theresa hmguagt in the eye — the cheeky the lip, nay, 
The foot speaks ;'' 

for, taking advantage of the latitude thus afforded 
hiaiy he reverses the argument, and converts Fea- 
ture into a greater variety of substances animate 
and ioaaimatei than are to be found in the cata- 
logue of taxable commodities, or were ever 
brought together, at our expense, by le$ hautes 
Puissances Mliees; when the kilt of the High- 
lander was seen by the side of the lance of the. 
Bashkeer Cossack. What, for instance, can provei 
the power of language more than that a feature 
{u e. a nose, an eye, or a mouth) should become 
a b^atf and yet our Noble Orator, as we have, 
quoted above, ^* embarks on a feature " with as 
much courage and sang-froid as Robinson Crusoe 
QO his raft, or Jason in the Argo. 

Personification has ever been admitted to be 
•ne of the most powerful of weapons, and as such 
has been freely used both by Poets and Orators; 
and what can show greater skill in the use of that 
fitvouiite figure than an indiscriminate creation, 
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of features for every quality of the mind, and 
every abstract word in the language? Thus 
virtue and vice, loyalty and discontent, peace and 
war, profit and loss, are all not only living per* 
sonages in the animating eloquence of his Lord- 
ship, but they all have features, and features 
loo that perform operations, least to be expect- 
ed from the ''human face divine." As for in- 
stance — ^W'heu his Lordship has made, as others 
have done before him, Profit an idol, and con- 
ferred upon her features : they are suddenly con- 
verted by the force of his drastick imagination 
into a dose of physic, and begin working like 
ihubarb or jalap; though not precisely on the 
same subject, lest they should disturb another 
feature most necessary to all sitting Members, 
called by his Lordship a '' fundamental feature." 
But they are made to operate on the mind, and 
he bursts forth in a noble strain of invective 
against '' a feature of profit, which is working in 
agentleman^s mind." 

What a crowd of interesting and admirable 
images are brought together within* the scope of 
tliis short sentence ! We have the *' os sublime/' 
the human face divine in the word feature-^gold 
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and silver, or rather Bank notes, and interest 
upon Loans, &c. &c. in the word Profit. We 
have the twitchings of an active medicine in the 
phrase Working — a good notion of a Member of 
the House of Commons in the word Gentleman — 
and, lastly, a glance of the intellectual qualities 
of man in the word Mind! ! ! 

After these few observations, we can con- 
fidently rely on the support of our readers, when 
we assert that even the luxuriant imagination of 
Burke himself never brought together such an as- 
semblage of figures, so simple and so popular, 
that there is not a phrase which may not be found 
in the columns of daily advertisements : over which 
usieful publicatiotis, however, it possesses an un- 
doubted superiority, from the brilliant exhibition 
of those strange and unexpected combinations of 
ideas, which, according to the best authors, gene- 
rally constitute true wit.

CHANGE OF ADMINISTRATION. 

April S, 1816. 

The Regent's Ministers have at length resigned. — 
It was impossible for any one who attended the 
debates in the House of Commons not to foresee 
the certainty of such an event takiqg place sooner 
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or later. It was evident from the cool ikuamer 
^ith which Lord Castlerei^h*s nonsense was re- 
ceived^ and from the promin«it part which Mr* 
Croker and his friends took in every debate, that 
the veteran professors were tottering, and that the 
*^ podm fftinores " looked with great cimfidence to 
the ejectment of their masters. Another tymp* 
torn of this approaching change was the modest, 
reserved, and diffident tone assumed by Mr. C. in 
the House : this extraordinary fact, attested to us 
on oath, coupled with the puffs which he inserted 
on himself in the Courier, left no doubt on our 
minds that he was the person pitched upon by the 
Regent to form an Administration which would 
satisfy an economical public, and unite all parties 
from its unexceptionable respectability.

MY POCKET-BOOK. 

Apra 17, 1816. 
A CURIOUS manuscript has been discovered iii 
Ireland, supposed to be. the common-place book* 
of the author of ^' My Pocket-book/' It appears 
to consist of extracts from unpublished Journals 
of Voyi^es and Travels.— -We subjoin some spe- 
cimens of this work, which we would recommend' 
to one of the Secretaries of the Admiralty to edit.' 
They have leisure enough. 

Extract 1st. — On diis very fatiguing day we 
arrived at a town of which the name is Lorcas- 
EL-EEY, as far as we could collect from the voci- 
feration of the natives. At a very great xibtance 
it appeareth a goodly city, and for many hours was 
in sight ere we reached the gates. . The road 
runneth round and round, frequently as it were 
turning its back upon itself, and this through a 
very flat and poor country ; so that a man, after 
having journeyed many hours, shall think he is at 
the city gate, yet shall find, to his cost, he is not a 
whit nearer the end of his labour. The city di-

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miDufaeth in extent and beauty, as you approach ; 
and when the v^eary traveller reacheth the skirts 
thereof, it is no longer the dty he beheld at a dis- 
tance, but a poor ill-built, defenceless village, with 
a few turrets, or,* as they call them, ^asabrauxs, 
for show* Yet are the natives, which be few and 
beggariy, r^t proud of tfiis their capital. Their 
speech b as circuitous as the avenues to the town, 
insomuch that they never speak without digres- 
sions and many parentheses. They talked much of 
Ae countenance of the foundations, which we pre- 
sumed they opined to be peculiarly worthy of re- 
mark : but as our researches were not directed to 
iho9» quarters, we cannot speak to the fact. 
Thdr dfess consisteth of an upper garment of 
bli^e or green cloth, over whicb^ baldrickwise, 
pasaeth a belt or. riband of a blue colour, for 
what purpose we could not learn, though it be not 
for a sword. They wore strait trossers, after the 
manner of the Iri^\Eeitieff, the Turkoman, and 
Tartar, very fell about the midriff. It appeareti^ 
their religioo is like unto that of the Chinese* 
They worship a fat Idol, and devoutly, with many 
genuflexions, approach what in their strange 
tongue they call his fundamental feature. Wp 
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presume their coin bearetb this type, though it 
Vfas impossible to ascertain this point /rjo»m ^he 
dBfficulty of getting a direct answer, and the scar- 
city of coin in LoscAs-fii^-RBY. , . 
dd. — ^At 4 P. M. the fog thickened, and be- 
came so dense, as that the man at the helm could 
not see the mm-mast ; hove lead, and found thrae 
fathom, with muddy bottom ; cast anchor. The 
tog dispersing a little, saw land close <hi pur wea- 
ther-bow; lowered a boat, and landed. Flat muddy 
shore, no vegetation on the bland, but a sort of 
lichen^ which resembled slips of paper,, inscribed 
with letters, much discoloured and tattered* The 
natives looked on us with a silly, inoffensive, and 
somewhat timid gaze, and fell to strippii^ off .the 
lichens from the muddy soil, proffmng them to 
us, who still made signs for meat and vegetables. 
They frequently turned up tbrir eyes after a strange 
ifasUon; and with some emestness, and joined 
iiands, repeated words to os which sounded thus> 
Eye^ooold, or Eyewooooold. One of them, cm 
t>nr making s^ns for food, offered ns a sort of 
book about Ihe size of a common Bible. A con- 
stant fog seemeth to hang over this land, which is 
extreme cold. The natives are thin and spare, of

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a phlegmatic complexion and simple countenaiiee; 
yet some of us had cause to doubt their simplidty, 
and to account them as cu^urses, having had our 
pockets rifled of much ot tlie property therein. 

We conceived this to be a place ciJled the 
Saints ; but on farther consideriationy and examin- 
ing our charts, - we concluded it was a new discos 
very. We called it FanmotUdart^s Landy in ho- 
nour of the very worshipful Mynheer Mouldiold 
Vansithard. 

3d. — Swagger Pol is a small town, defended 
by a wall of plaster and mud, which is in a state 
of complete ruin. It has a mint, the privil^e of 
coining (which is seldom used), but no church. 
The houses, though low, are tolerably well built 
towards the street, with much tawdry painting and 
^ornaments in a very bad taste; but behind is nor- 
thing but empty space or dunghills. The inhabit- 
ants are notable for vanity; the first you meet shall 
expatiate on the antiquity and strength of dhe city^ 
its ^nt, where no gold hath been coined for a 
century ; and above all, on his own individual ta- 
lent^ beauty, and prowess.. On these topics they 
will harangue, until, like the Pythoness of old, 
they fall into hysterical passicHis. A curious eii- 
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ample occurred during my stay in SwAOOsi Pol. 
The chief director of the Mint| ^ho was a perfect 
Ignoramus on the subject of coining, did never- 
theless hold forth on his own traliscendent talents ; 
and after an enumeradon of his other virtues, he 
dwelt on that of patience with such force and pas- 
sion, as to strike (and, but that he is old and feeble, 
he would have wounded) one of those to whom 
his discourse was addressed. This little town is 
accessible on all sides to an enemy, the walls being 
made of such ill-tempered materials; the (country 
around barren, and bearing evident marks of wind 
volcanic origin. 

4th. — We next visited a spacious seaport, which 
seemed, as it were^ to grasp at all the treasures of 
the ocean. It is called by the Spaniards Roso- 
LiENTE ; the cause of which name is questionec| 
by the curious. Certain it is that many rose-trees, 
or Rhododendra, grow around, the flower . of 
which has an ill savour. I discovered in a cove 
the following ancient inscription, which 1 give, 
.imperfect as it is : 

Hio jacet . . . Rosa mendax non ttosa munda, 
Non redolet sed olet.*

I leave it to antiquaries to explain the sense 
of these lines, and the etymology of the namo of 
Rosoliente. 

The Marine Treasury U in the town, at the 
fai^ad of \vhich is a venerable Gentleman, Don 
Jorge de Roses-y-mentinas. No great business is 
done, nor is there much treasure in the building ; 
yet Don Jorge, to impose on strangers, and im- 
)pTes8 them with the belief of great and extensive 
concerns, naval and commercial, bestirs himself 
much, and maketh the clerks keep a great coil, 
tunniug up and down as fast as his swollen legs 
■^ill permit. They complain much of his hasty 
disposition. The Jobon now supplies him with 
fine s^mon; but the harbour b unsafe, on account 
of Quicksands and sudden squalls. The people 
are very dishonest, taking and breaking their oaths

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EARL DIDDLER.

The Heralda* office has been in the greatest con- 
fiiai<Mi for these last ten days ; a serious difficulty 
having arisen on the subject of Earl Diddler's 
coat of arms; and however kind and accommo- 
dating that office has uniformly proved itself in 
cases of minor importance, it has certainly in Ais 
instance displayed the most Spartan inflexibility.

VACANT CABINET PLACE. 

May 6» 1816. 

A oimcvLTT of a serious nature has arisen, as 
we tmderatandy in the negotiation now carrying on 
for the introduction of Mr. Canning to an official 
Cabinet situation. The difficulty is not ote of 
those which usually occur in political arrangements, 
and which are capable of adjustment by mutuid 
concession; so for, therefore, whatever may be 
our opinion of the individuab concerned in the 
present transaction, we are ready to do them that 
justice to which all public men are entitled, and to 
admit that Ae~cati$e of difference is creditable to 
both parties. O^ informant assures us, that all 
preliminaries with regard to leading points had 
been adjusted ; that the names and offices of those 
of Mr. Canning's political friends who were to 
come in with him had been agreed upon; and 
likewise, that a full and satisfactory communication 
had taken place on the general system of measures 
to be adopted in the present crbis ; and of the em- 
barrassments of which the Noble Lord who has 
hitherto conducted this negotiation has, of course, 
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nuade no secret (and nvbich it would have been ri- 
diculous if he had), in his confidential intercourse 
with Mr. Canning. In this stage of the discus- 
sion, and when it was conceived that the latter 
Gentleman had gbne too far to petrtet; a demsfeul, 
novel in its nature, and perfectly unexpected -bgr 
Mr. C-'s friends, was advanced on the part of 
Lord Castlebeaqh, and insisted upon as a sine 
qud non of the whole arrangement. This demand 
was neither more nor less than that Mr. C. pre* 
vious to taking office, should pledge himself to 
support Lord CastUreagh's English ! A demand 
so astonishing, as puri-eaders may readily conceive^ 
was not only positively rejected by Mr. C. but 
called forth the warmest expressions of his indig- 
nation, aggravated by his finding out that it was 
further expected from him that he should not only 
support the Noble Lord's English, but adopt the 
•same idiom for the future in his own orations.-^ 
After protesting, therefore, against the unfairness 
of the proposal, as well as showing the utter im- 
possibility of complying with this latter part of 
it, inasmuch . as he should have to unlearn all lus 
own English, before he could make any use of the 
Noble Lord's, and after politely but saroistically 
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Doiicing fais 'L6irdsbip-s new diplomatic habits^ in 
this liis attempt to surprise Lusitanian simplicity; 
Mr< C. declares unequivocally^ that unless this in* 
admissible pretension be "withdrawn or modified, 
the negotiatioh must proceed no further. He pro-* 
fosses faioiself ready^ under a due consideration of 
the CBlse, not to qmzHtke JSnglish be may hear from 
that quarter ; but as to defending it, the conscien- 
tious discharge of his paramount duty to grammar 
utteily forbids such an engagement. On the other 
band. Lord Castl&reagh, we learn, in his ah* 
swer, has not been wanting'to himself. He enters 
into an elaborate justification of the phrasecdogy for 
M'faich be is becenie so renowned, explaining its 
various properties and uses as a parliamentary 
weapon, and relying chiefly (and we must confess 
not widiout reason) on the difficulty wider which 
it enables him to place his antagonists, in compel*- 
ling them to answer what it is impossible that they 
can comprehend.

This Geutleman, who was first Mr. Pitt's friend, 
next Mr. Fox's friend, afterwards Lord Gren>ille's 
and Lord Grey's friend, and latterlj Mr. Canning's 
friendi has, after a long secession, returned (as it 
is supposed) to resume his Parliamentary duties.

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ejaculated some words with great energy in a fo- 
reign lai^uage, which the Country Gentlemen 
near the bar could not understand, then darted for«> 
ward, made an indifferent bow to Mr. Speaker, 
and threw himself into a vacant seat on the third 
bench behind Lord Castlereagh. 

As some curiosity may naturally arise as to the 
description of political characters among whom be 
immediately arranged himself, we have obtained 
the following correct information on this head :-— 
on either side of him were seated Mr. Odell and 
Mr. St. Paul, in front of him Mr. Teed and Mr.

This feat of roaring in a 
f alt-pit, so far exceeding the skill of those who 
only " fulminfsd ovtr Greece," must also be al- 
lowed to place its author greatly above the " CQm* 
mon Hunt '' above alluded to. l3ut if any doubt 
remained as lo the preference, we have it happily 
removed by the recent accounts from Lisbon and 
Bordeaux. An Ambassador speechifying at all 
4s a novelty;; ibe mystery of his calling has gene- 
rally been supposed to lie in other arts and ^ua- 
lificationsv But that he ^ould drop a speech 
wherever tie goes, is truly original. Whether he 
arrives at a place, or leaves it ; whether the place 
•be the seat of his mission, or only a port at which 

^e touches on his v^ay home; whether his audi-

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tors be British subjects, or Portuguese subjects^ or 
French subjects ; if an address is to be presented, 
or a dinner eaten, or a farewell taken, all is one 
to our ready talker. Up he gets, and in the most 
spokesman-like fashion delivers himself upon the 
sum of affairs. Is he upon a beer-barrel or a 
tub in Liverpool ? He descants upon the happy 
state* of that well-represented city, where there 
are thousands of voters. Is he upon a table at 
Manchester i He expatiates upon the happiness 
of 100,000 inhabitants having no votes at all; 
shows them that '^ unrepresented Manchester is 
safe in represented Liverpool," with a good deal 
more to the like purpose (whatever that may be), 
•4 nd equally well adapted to the great emporium 
of stuff' and fustian. Is he underground in 
Cheshire ? He charms the saline multitude with 
many a laboured comparison between the briny 
produce of the cave and the savoury dainties of 
the surface. Rising with his subject, at Lisbon 
he harangues upon the Braganzas ; and at Bor- 
deaux he stops, on his way to Plymouth, to state 
his sentiments upon the restoration of the Bour^ 
bons, and the general policy of Europe. 

One quality he has, which we wish other ora- 
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tors had always imitated. He takes care that the 
public shall have his speeches^ from the largest to 
die amallest, correctly printed under his own im- 
mediate inspection. From one of those delivered 
at Liverpool) and first corrected, or rather writ- 
ten by himself at the tlmei afterwards republished 
in a separate volume^ we extract tlie following 
passage, which is important, as giving the most 
complete contradiction to the absurd rumours now 
afloat of his intention to take office with Lord 
Castlereagh. See p. 25, of the Collection re- 
ferred to. 

** I declined office (i. e. the office of Secre^ 
tary of State, .which he immediately before says, 
bad twice been offered to him in six months), be- 
cause it was tendered to me on terms not con- 
sistent, as I thought, and as my immediate 
friends agreed in thinking, * with my PER- 
SONAL HONOUR.'"

is a poiiH to the Northward ; )>ut the resuH ' i^^ 
that our longing eyes seek him in vain. .Perr 
liaps, were he suffered to stand on the bench 
instead of the floor, or even to get up on die 
table, be might be induced to re-appear in P*r- 
liain^nt, at least after he shall have well and dulj 
harangued the " Town and Dock" at.Plymouth ; 
and stopped at Exeter to say a few words on tli<^ 
lecent proceedings in those parts. Portsmouth, 
too, is only one faitndred and fifty miles out of the 
way ; and a speech at the back of the Ppint would 
be at once natural and affecting. That he will 
sojourn for a shprt space at Bath is highly pro- 
bable, frqiB the facilities for elocution which that 
fashionable resoit of ** Ladies and Gentlemen " 
presents. But at all events, his appearance al 
several of our most dbtii^uished Bazaars is co»» 
Adently anticipated. After which, be may reach

REMINISCENCES. 



MR. CANNING. 

No. I. 

May 31," 1816. 
,Th!S. Gjentlemai/s Writ was moved last night, \ie 

»5 



having accepted the office of President of the 
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Board of Control, under Lord Castlereagh as 
Leader of the House of Commons, and Lord 
Liverpool as Prime Minister ; and we may add, ^ 
under Lord Westmorland, and Mr. Vansittart, and 
Lord Sidmouth, who all hold high and distinguish- 
ed offices in the Government. Indeed the Com- 
mission of the Board names Lord Sidmouth first, 
and then other Ministers, including Mr. Vansittart, 
and Mr. Canning is only named before the ordi- 
nary Members of the Board. 

This is truly a falling off — a sinking with a 
vengeance : six years of bis life passed out of 
place seems to have wonderfulljr increased the 
Gentleman's tractability* Only see what language 
he used to hold before his misfortunes. In 1804 
he opposed the Government, because Lord Sid- 
mouth (the perpetual butt of himself and his little 
knot of friends) was Minister, and because Lord 
Liverpool was Foreign Secretary, " in whom he 
had no confidence." When Mr. Pitt came in^ 
Mr. Canning declared himself satisfied, '' because 
Lord S. was no longer Minister ^ and because the 
Foreign Department was no longer under Lord L. 
whom he disapproved of.'* Between himself and 
Lord Liverpool there had prevailed a long inti- 
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macy of that endearing sort which is foundecf upoii 
unilateral merriment — upon jokes taken and oot 
returned — upon the joailarity in the one party, 
and absurdity in the other — ^upon the one having 
occasion for a butt, and the other having the qua* 
lifications for it. This endearing intercourse had 
long subsisted between these two great Statesmen, 
and it was in 1812 somewhat awkwardly inter- 
rupted by one of them (the one who had played 
the passive part) getting over the other's head, antf 
starting up a Premier without asking his leave. 

Lord Castlereagh had been condemned by Mt. 
Canning, in a manner still more unqualified, ztl 
unfit for service. He had pronounced him i^ca-^ 
pable of conducthig the War Department, because' 
important operations were going forward iii PoN 
tugal. It is true that this recorded opinion did 
not prevent him from acquiescing in the same in*' 
capable Lord's Continuance as director of the war, 
when its operations were extended to Spain and td 
Walcheren ; but both these worthies soon aftef 
quitted office, and settled theif differences in ano- 
ther way. In ti couple of years Lord C. comes 
in as Foreigti Secretary, and conducts eitendiv^ 
campaig'uls and unprecedented negotiations. Mr. 
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Cahnitig is cobtenfied to seirve UNDBft HTM as i 
Foreign Envoy, with FouRTiHN thousand a yeai' 
salary, and nothing to do, except once a month to 
*' have the honour of being, zmth infinite re^ 
specty his most obedient and most humble ser-^ 
vant." Nov^ he comes home, and talces a fourth 
rate place undei^ the Lords Sidmoulh, Liver- 
pool, and Castlereagh, all of. whom he had ia 
their turn, and frequently till at once, pronounced 
the niost incapable of mankind — all of whom he 
and his frieiids have been abusing, and jibing, and 
versifying, arid sqiiibbing every where, both iii 
Parliament, in society, and in print — all of whoib 
he has been opposing on great fundamental ques* 
tions of policy, and attacking for their principles, 
as bitterly as he has been laughing at their persoht^* 
He told his Liverpool audiencie, that to accept 
ofBce with Lord Castlereagh was " not Con- 
sistent WITH HIS PERSONAL HONOUR." Hc 

takes office under Lord Castlereagh. He totd 
them that " he acknowledged no earthly leader.** 
He ranges himself under that celestial dynasty of 
which Lord Sidmontli and Mr. Hiley, Mr. Van- 
sittart and Mr. Bragge, are the duCward and visible 
tigns. We propose to refrejAi tBe recollection of 
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our readers with some of the new Minister's good 
things said and written at the expense of his new 
colleagues. The reminiscences may be edifying in 
times like these; we are sure they will prove 
amusing. 

In the mean time he has been gratified with 
some few changes in the India department. One 
of these, we understand, is not quite of his own 
seeking, Mr. Wallace, whose long and able ser- 
vices in that department are well known to the 
public, indignant, as it should seem, at such pro- 
ceedings, and impatient of being the only one of 
the Government to whom the Lisbon Envoy would 
not truckle, has resigned a place held by him for so 
many years, and in which he has lately performed 
the whole business .of the department. As for 
coming to the House of Commons, that seems 
quite out of the question. The temptation of 
being under " all the Doctors *' — ** all the Old 
Women" — " the Jenkies" — the " brother Hileys 
and brother Bragges" — ^was far too strong to be 
resisted, even for a fortnight.

But it is not in '^ humorous verse '^ alone, tlmt 
the praises of Lord Sidmouth and the other 
branches of the Addingtonian fiimily were sounded 
by their new ally. In prose we have them illus* 
trated with equal zeal and success. These pro* 
ductions, it is true, were somewhat long-winded ; 
but the subject perhaps required it. We shall 
only extract a few specimens, beginning vnih some 
parts of an elaborate comparison between the two 
great men of the day, Bonapacte and Mr. Adding- 
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toi^. After mentioning the favour shown by tlie 
former to his two brothers, Mr. Canning pro* 
ceeds: — 

'^ Here it is that we see a bright instance of the 
coincidence in the characters of these two great 
men ; and while we admire the amiable and affect- 
ing tenderness which induced the First Consul to

These two Gentlemeni last mentioned, are the 
Right Honourable C. Bragge Bathurjst, and the 
Right Honourable Hiley Addington, at present 
Cabinet and under Ministers respectivelj, with 
Mr. Canning. 

The comparison proceeds iu allusion to the 
younger Addington, whom Lord Sidmouth had 
just made Clerk of die Pells: —

And sage full-bottom'd tie, 
Call'd to a case, first took their fee,

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Tlie youth alluded to in the last line is clearly 
the young scion of the family commemorated in 
die prose quotation. We also surmise, that the 
** Brother Bragge,** mentioned immediately be- 
fore, is the one formerly so often celebrated by 
M r. Canning ; but there is some doubt as to the 
*? Hiley^ — fior a Paymaster of the Forces, in 
lBOd> can hardly be supposed, in 1816, to start 
op (if we may so speak) an Under Secretary of 
State. Perhaps, however, Mr, Canning's own 
example may guide us through the difficulty ; for 
he, having been in 1809 Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, comes forth in 1816 at the Board of 
Control, beneath the Doctor, and beneath Bro* 
ther Bragge, and upon the level with Brother 
Biley. So striking are the reverses which great 
men are doomed to experience — Mr. Hiley as 
well as Mr. Canning.

We have happily succeeded in recovering some 

further interesting remains, serving to throw light 

upon the biography of our two great Statesmen, 

Lord Sidmouth, and Mr. Canning, late of Lisbon, 

now of Liverpool, where, by the way, we hear 

he is daily experiencing the most signal marks of 

popular r^ard« ** This accomplished Gentleman,*' 

as his new friend Mister liileif frequently terms 

him, penned an Ode, with the Motto from Shak- 

speare, " I do remember an afothecaryy We have 

been lucky enough to discover the whole of this 

inestimable, performance ; but as it is somewhat of 

the longest, and not exceedingly brilliant in exe- 

cution, however well meant^ we shall only give 

the opening stanza. It begins in the true Pin«» 

daric strain, and as if it were addressed to some 

physician :

It then goes on to hint, or rather in plain

Yet the country can hope for no safety,

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The very arcana of the respectable profession 
of which Lord Sidmoutb is so diitingtiished* an 
omament^ are here so nicely bodied forth by the 
poet^ that one can hardly avoid surmising that he 
must have iiad medical assistance in the compo- 
sition of it. The learned conjecture of the critic 
ia more remote times, will weary itself in at* 
tempts to find out who this coadjutor may have 
been. Perhaps it will aid such inquiries if we, 
\i'ho have the advantage of being the Bard s con- 
temporaries, suggest freely what occurs. It 
should be borne iti mind, tlieu, that the Canning 
party, though small '^ in point of numerical force *' 
(as my Lord Castlereagfa hath it), and even able 
to travel commodiously in a single hackney-coach, 
baa nevertheless its Medical Departmoit, or Staff, 
consisting of the worthy President of die Woods 
and Forests.

SiiiCB the publication of our last number many 
of our learned readers are anxious to be informed 
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what the strain was which Mister Hileif adopted 
when his friend expounded to him tlie trae mean* 
ing of Mr.' Canning's Glister or Glysttr Song, 
and begged him to give up singing it after dinner. 
We cannot gratify them with any very accurate 
answer to their inquiries. There are various ac- 
counts of the matter. Some assert that it was 
the same warofi, but not very proper composition, 
which his noble brother, the very Doctor himself, 
when elevated with wine, sang, one day to the asto- 
nishment of his colleagues^ in the presence of an 
exalted character.

aft these inatances, what inference are we to draWf 
eiicept the obvious one of this Artist's universal 
genius for all the departments of the medical pro- 
fession? So much the less, therefore, do we 
marvel at his having aided his less Scientific but 
lively friendy in the further prosecution of his con- 
test against the Medicean Family. Happy in such 
a coadjutor, Mr. Canning had scarcely reaped 
the glory of those matchless Odes which we re^ 
published in our former numbers, when he at" 
tempted somethings if possible, still greater, and 
produced a satire upon a distinguished member 
of **.the Family" a personage of some weight 
in the coMUtry, one who fills a certain space ia 
the public eye, the gravity of y/hose fundamental 
feature is deeply engraven on the recollection of 
all accurate observers :-^we mean his Honour the 
Chancellor of the Duchy, or, as the , Poet fami- 
liarly calls him, " Brother Bragge;**. or, as he 
sometimes phrases it, '^ The Venus, de Medicis" 
in double allusion to his ^ personal beauty and 
family connexion, and the ^^ Venus aux belles 
fesses/* in respect of the feature already alluded 
to. This splendid work we have not yet recover* 
^ed, at least in any thing like its cniginal extent

in allusion to the worthy Clerk of that name. C^n^* 
fidendy anticipating the restoration of this delec* 
table morsel, we deem it a duty, in the mean time, 
to throw whatever light we^can u|K>n the subject of 
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it. IW Doctor, and as, for tariety V sake, Mr. 
Canning here terms hiniy ** the stupid Speaker^* u 
repreaented as having kicked the ladder from be- 
neath him. To what can this refer ? We under- 
stand k mqrbe explained as thus: — When Mr. 
Pitt and his Cabinet retired in 1801, some of its 
moat distinguished members could not tender their 
resignation on account of the King's illness. Mr. 
Pitt himsdf, and Lord Melville, were, however, 
nciuaUy out of place, and they felt the situation 
equally novel and in8upiK>rtable. Mr. Pitt, there* 
fore, repenting of his measure, begged those who. 
had not resigned to remain, which they peren\pto* 
rily refused ; and he then informed Mr. Sidmouth 
that he had changed his mind, and intended to re* 
sume his office. '^ Softly, good Sir/' quoth Lord 
Addington, '^ I am not ready to resign yet — (any 
more than he was ready to open his budget for 
himself.) But the Lord-Doctor candidly added, 
that '^ he should be glad of Mr. Pitta's assistance 
in a subordhiate situation." There was something 
too severe, how nonsensical soever, in this piece of 
pomposity, not to be pardoned. Mr. Canning, 
as we see by his present conduct in circumstances 
still more galling, must have advised his patron to 
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dose ;wilh the Doetorrui-Cliier* yntj bun^sooe 
proposition ; but Mr. Pitt could not* 4ubnit t» 
micb hutniliatiotiy and preferred retire fsenft Aom 
jdace, bitter as the attemative was. Indeed, Ae 
could no more have stooped to such hmpiHiitioii as 
our Poet has endured, than. he could hav6.tidten 
14,000/. a year from and under . a man whom be 
had in vain attempted to proscribe fcr iocsqwcitj ; 
or gone about like a mountebank, spoutika^ in all 
directions, in town and country, by>sea and foy^lmui, 
above ground atul below. 

When Mr. Pitt was thus foiled by the o^lre- 
perous dignity of hb creature, and his own pride, 
he solaced himself with the jokes, and riiymea of 
our Poet. The following paralld is one of the

exhausted, when, lo ! we find it served up in a 
diflferenty though not perhaps in an unexpected or 
surprising form. Having fully considered him ia 
a mechanical and a medical light; as a Block and 
as a Doctor, he now takes a zoolc^ical, or, more 
accurately, an ornithological view of him; he 
serves him up as a Bird, and one more remark* 
able for its popularity and usefulness in common 
life, than for any peculiar rarity, the Anser Ar^ 
genteus of Linnfeus, and the Goose, or rather 
Gander, of culinary writers.

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RIOTS AT LIVEKPOOL. 

BRUTAL-ATTACK UPON THE PRESIDENT OF THE 

BOARD OF CONTROL. 

Jkine 10, 1816. 

Mr. Gladstone, of Liverpool, arrived in town 
late last night express, bearing despatches from 
the President Canning, which announce to Hi^ 
Royal Highness's.Coverument die existence of the 
most alarming spirit of insubordination in that 
devoted town. Tlie Public have been for som^ 
time apprized of tl|^ departure from Piymouth of 
the aboye-mentioBe4 itimrant orator for the pur*» 
poses of re-election. On the receipt of that m^ 
telligeace at Liverpool, varioas qrmptoms were 
observed, indicative of tbe riotous disposition of 
the Electors. In many places v^ere conspicu- 
ously chalked up the following inflammatory 
sentenced — No itinerant orators! — Casey for 
ever! — Down with all tablecloth speakers! — 
Wahhereh and Castlereagh for everl-^—Mdj/ 
the next shot take place in front! &c. &c. 
In a short time these discontents broke out into 
open disturbance. The first person against whom 
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tbe insurgent Electors directed' their ati(»ck w^ 
Mr. Gladt^QQe. Tkcy aurrounded bis hotisi^ about 
eleven at nighty vrhen he had just retired to bed, 
much fatigued by bis exertions during tbe day at 
Mr. Cannii^'s Committee. The infuriate mob 
dragged him from his bed, and forming a circle in 
the street, placed him in the centre on his knees, 
and brutally forced him to swallow a copy of the 
departed Income-tax Act. It is impossible to 
say to what lengths the insurgents would have car- 
ried their amusenieots, had not, fortunately for 
Mr. G. a regiment of cavalry arrived to their as- 
sistance^ and doripg tbe scuffle they ^scaped* The 
troops succeeded \n (jispersiiig the insurgents that 
night; but yf0 rq(ret to aliy> ibsl the «f rival of the 
itinerant Candidate produced another senoiai riot;.

The enormous distress prevalent at this moment 
'dih>ughout the British Empire is notorious to all 
persons whose avocations lead them from one^iart 
of the country to the other; but somehow or 
other, it was not till the other day that an accu- 
rate estimate of its pressure and extent reached 

« 

our excellent Minbters^ and the still higher Per- 
sonages who direct the affairs of the nation : nor 
should this be deemed extraordinary^ considering 
that their multifarious duties keep them stationary, 
or at least circumscribe their motions within cer* 
tain limits, confinbg them to parliamentary duty, 
or the financial desk. 

The coal-wagons, however, brought matters 
to a crisis. When grievance had embodied itself in 
so inflammable a form, which it was apprehended 
alight be converted into a political gas so bright 
and steady, as to illuminate the whole kingdom, 
they who were most concerned found that no time 
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was to be lost in making those sacrifices which the 
exigency of the tinies imperiously demanded. A 
meeting of the great pension-holders was accord* 
ingly convened^ Lord Arden in the chair. To 
give a full report of the proceedings at this meet- 
ing would be impossible ; but a slight sketch of 
them^ 1 am certain, will not fail to be accept- 
able to the people of England^ who are so deeply 
concerned in every measure, great or small, that 
leads to economy and retrenchment. 

Mr. Canning opened the debate in a loi^ 
and luminous speech, many passages in which re- 
minded me of that great Pilot who weathered the 
storm, and conducted the bark of the nation into 
the harbour, as some maliciously call it, of dis< 
tress and bankruptcy; which opinfou is, how- 
ever, controverted on very high authority. He 
touched lightly on his embassy, and finished a 
very brilliant oration by assuring the Assembly^ 
that be had converted every farthing of the in- 
come he received on that account (save what he 
was necessarily obliged to expend in oranges and 
8oda*water) into lliree per Cent. Consols; and 
moved, that the (25th of next September should 
be fixed on as the day when he and all those who,

He declared, tliat notwithstanding the 
precariousness of the present period, h^ had giveu 
The Courier unlimited credit on liis brains, which 
liad been latterly so drawn upon for pai'agraphs, re- 
iMi88es> cross-readings, and conuiidruu)s> that he 
dreaded a bankruptcy, unless his friend who had 
just spoken would exert his talents uow and then in 
behalf of that paper, and subscribe bis.c^uOta of 
epigram and inuendcC/if^^/r/ hear !) He assured 
fcim, tliat lie would take all danger an4 rpspq^isibi- 
lity on himself; :fAere Mr. dx\\t\\ytigcf)rdiallif f^odr 
dtdauent across ike table) — lie would Airni$h.hini 
;loo with all the necessaiy iftatitjnyr — l^C w^>uld 



Mpply him witb sticks aod feadiers^ and ofily ask 
bitn for p^ivis to the arrows, his own having no€ 
kUler}y stuck^ from' want of temper) sharpness^ 
dind polish. He added some very perliuekit ob- 
servations on the dry rot inthnberyhia IneubratiODS 
in The Quarterly Review,- the sacrifice of his bag 
in the Irish Four Courts, and the great ieils he had 
undergone in the arduous duties of watch and 
ward on a memorable occasion. 

Mr. Vesby Fitzgerald next offered him- 
self to the attention of the meeting .-^He \v^s for 
a few mbments overcome by that diflidence for 
which he is remarkable: at length recovering 
himself/ he slightly adverted to the Irish Vice- 
Treasurership. lliough many Gentlemen enjoyed 
three titnes^ nay, one nine times the income for 
doing nothing, he yet submitted to tlie inevitable 
teditction proposed by Opposition' respecting this? 
place/ the duty of which was next to nothings 
(Here there were some murmurs-^^Sacrifice, sucri'^ 
fice I and a good deal of laughing,) As to sa- 
cri6ce, he said he was not yet prepared, but he 
would consult his father ou the subject, and 
%ould be ready to speak further on the point by 
the 35th September. 
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At thia time Lord Castlebeagh eutered tlie 
room, when the whole assembly rose up and bowed 
most respectfully. He said he had just heard of th^ 
meeting, of which he highly approved : he agreed 
that the people were much distressed, and that 
vigorous measures should be adopted for dietr 
relief. The fundamental features of the case 
were urgent, nor should he be wanting in efforti 
to assist. He held in his hand a bag, (Hear!) 
containing fourteen snuff-boxes, (Hear! hear!) 
mhich had been presented to him by several ex- 
alted Personages (Loud cheering): these he was 
determined to dispose of for the public good. 
( Applauses for several minutes.) He also de- 
clared, that he was authorized to Countermand 
eighteen mandarins and a Dresden chamber-pot. 
(Reiterated shouts of applause,) He trusted 
such immense sacrifices would satisfy tlie people 
that the pledge of economy would be redeemed, 
and that speedily ; and that no further good would 
be offered to the ignorant impatience of the people, 
Dor the factious pertinacity of the Opposition. 
( The applause lasted several minutes.) 

Mr. Rose tlien got up, and took a luminous 
retrospect of his vuriousi past services, and of tiie 
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actual remuoeration he enjoyed for them. He 

had little, to be sure, now to do; but he had 

done much and well — to talk to him of sacrifices 

¥ras useless — he had already made them. Instead 

of the reversion of his whole present income^ 

eleven thousand per annum, passing to his son, 

but seven thousand would devolve upon him, 

whenever it might please Providence to remove 

him (George R.) to a better place. (A laugh.) 

This was something; but he would go farther, 

(a laughf) and assure that assembly, that he would 

not follow up the intention which he originally 

entertained, of endeavouring to have entailed on 

bis grand children and great grand children the 

aforesaid seven thousand pounds per annum, but 

be satisfied with the present arrangement. (Hear! 

hear I) 

Lord Arden then rose, and entered into a 
long and ingenious argument on the difi*erent na- 
tures of absolute and relative sinecures. Tliose 
who enjoyed situations of the latter description 
were, he said, bound to make sacrifices ; and, were 
he possessed of one of them, he would, like other 
Gentlemen, have felt it necessary to relinquish 
one, or perhaps two hundreds, out of the thirty 
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thousaiMis he received^, in fairour of the iiecea«itM^* 
of the people. But^ in the case of an abfoIwUe 
nnecurty he denied that thb doctrine hetd. I f, as' 
he had, be trusted, proved that sacrifice and la- 
bour should' be proportional, a positionf ptainlj' 
exemplified in the absolute dismissal of several' 
clerks in the pabiic offices^ who had lai^e fanif- 
lies^ who worked ten hours a day ; and on thia 
principle^ were not merely reduted hat] sei^- 
adrift! be insisted that, vice versA, where there 
was no labour, there should be no reduction; 
and that,' therefore, he, for his part, would not 
part with a shilling. He then adverted, in termi' 
of high praise, to the plan of the Saving Bankr 
digested by his friend G. Rose, which he de- 
scribed as the true sources of economy, and the 
best safeguards of the comforts of the people; 
Of these institutions he was the sincere friend; . 
and by patronizing and subscribing to them, he 
conceived this assembly would e£Fect a real good. 
T/ie Penny Jssoeiatiens, he asserted, had greatly 
forwarded the views of the Bible Society, and a 
similar establishment would aid that great mea* 
^ure of national economy, the Saving Banks. 
He, for his part, .would willingly become a con- 
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tributor; and moved that a Society be forthwith 

formed, to be called. The Placemen and Pen^ 

sioners* Retrenchment Penny Societtf; and that 

an early day be appointed to frame reguktionsf 

^lect officers, and appoint a Committee and Trea4 

surer. (This motion was carried by acclmma-^ 

iion.) A coBtinual drop of water descendtng 

on 'the hardest marble wOuId, he observed^ ia 

time make a sensible impression upon it* The 

Retrenchment Penny Society would make a si-^ 

milar impression on the National Debt. Hc^ 

alleged that there was great virtue in a peimy — it 

Wa« an attribute of wisdom and * of Royalty — 

penny wise, penny Royal. If every Placeman 

and Pensioner paid one penny per week, every 

end would be answered. 

The Meeting was then adjourned.

regret to hear that lliis much respected cha* 
meter labours under an unpleasant fthoughi we 
are liappy to think, not a very dai^erous^ com- 
plaint of some standings viz. a Wart, which he 
can in no tray get rid of. As i( did not appear 
of any considerable importance, and he at first 
felt but little inconvenience frQr|i U> ^1^^ P,0 
attention to th^ steps fiec^arj^ for itf reaivival; 
the more so, as it is said to be situate^ behind, 

ever (as happens in such ^pngyaiK;^), fitequent 
motion has irritated and inflamed the mi^rt, so as 
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to excite niuch'pam in it, and more than once to 
criea^B a ten'deiicy towards morttficaHon. In this 
'state, Mr. President naturally addressed a letter 
^o his highly valued friend Mr. tliley, anid the 
affectionate creature speedily returned him an 
answer, equally creditable to his feelingis as a 
man, and his skill as an apottiecary. He sets out 
with asking (aiid, as he phrases it, ** presuming, 
though an humble individual, to ask'') several 
questions respecting the part to which the trouble- 
some body has adhered, aiid shows considerable 
learning in describing the quarters on which such 
diings are usually found. He ttien assures hit 
corriefspondent, that the wart is not really danger- 
ous, diou^h exVremely trouUesome to the party 
to whic^ it attaclbes itself, froni its tender ana 
irritable nature, aHd liability to become sore. He 
comforts hrni, by showing him many cases of 
public mien labouriiig under a similar visitation; 
indeed, " So cammon is the ipart {asys Mr* 
Hiley), that I know of no one who has not had it 
at one time or another, dioilgh it has gisnerally 
soon gone off, withotit leaving any permanent im- 
pression. Even my brother, the Doctor (whom I 
have spoken to upon the matter, as became me^

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and whom I never can mention without unfeigned 
veneration, J^um Mf^nior ipse mei, nay, I will 
add also, dum spibitus hac regit arius) — my 
brotlier, the Doctor had it in the year I8O6, 
though slightly." After giving a little etymo- 
logical anecdote in passing, that in the North, 
trart is pronounced wrat or rat ('^ but for what 
reason/' he cautiously adds, '' I really cannot 
say% he recommends to the President different 
prescriptions to get rid of it. The applications 
are chiefly of a caustic nature, and rather offen-* 
sive. He advises him to cover it up carefully, 
and avoid giving it any rubs, which never fail 
greatly to exasperate, sometimes even to bleed- 
ing. And he concludes by saying, that, after all,
